"'That a'jjain,* continued Mr. 
Sessions, 'was not the o ise. We 
ilid not, as a Bo.ird, and I did not, in 
my individual eipicity, interfere with 
the minagement in any way. We 
went in there and said to l\Ir. Fay: 
You know all about this institution. 
If there is anything wo can do lo 
help you, mention it, and wo are at 
your service. Ho managed the 
l>uilding and wo ratified his work. 
He told us he loft it because ho had a 
chance to go into a priv.ito school fi>r 
$2,000 per .•mnuni, wheio politics 
e )uld not roach him. . It would bo a 
permanent situation. He said ho had 
spent half his life in his work, and 
that if ho was ever legislated out of 
otlicc ho couldn't do any other 
business. Hi thought it was 
prudent to provide himself and 
finiily with a permanent place when 
it Wiisoirered. If he waited until he 
was legislated out, there mieht not 
1)0 a permanent pi ico open olse- 
when>.' 

"Itfpnr/cr — 'Who is in charge out 
there now"'?' 

'■.I//'. HituKioii.t — 'Mr. Talbot, who 
was a teach ir there for sijven years, irt- 
ho went lo take cli.irge of the Iowa 
Deaf and Diiiiib SeliO'il. In Iowa, 
lifter he had served ihein failhrully 
and well for several years, he was 
superceded by a newRpipc-r man who 
w. in ted a place. He wis asked to rc- 
ligii, and other eh iiiges liavi> follow- 
ed. I iim told by the omi)loyea, Ihiit 
rhero was never better order in the 
building lh:in there is under Mr. Tal- 
liot's manageniont, and 1 believe it. 
Ho was n Superintendent in Iowa 
fifteen years.' 

'"I d(!sire to s.iy further, that all 
action taken by the Board in those 
clianges was uiitinimoiis, and wilhoni, 
inc-ntid reserviition. We have never 
made a change that was notiecom 
mended by tho Superintendent, ex 
ccp^ in th(i case of tho physican and 
sfownrd. Tho Board wns nnaniinous 
in milking tlieso chiinge.s. Dr. Pinch, 
)f Portsmoulh, named tho new night 
wiilehman.'" 

The Trustees of tho instilittion 
'leld their regular in iiithly m(»etin<j: 
Wednesday last, and tr insect ed no h ng 
of importanro. In the evening there 
w.is a confenmce between them and 
tho Lagi.slativo Comniittoe on Benovo- 
'ent Institutions, and Dr. Scolt, elmir- 
tiiaii of tho fiiiii>ioe coinmittce, to lake 
into consideration tho present needs 
of tli<> school. While tho committee 
f ivored tho diimuids asked in support 
of tho current expenses for the coming 
yeir, yet it did not strike them suf- 
iieiently th it the enlargement of the 
instituiion at this time was of par- 
amount importance, or if an addition 
was needed, they jireferred that a new 
institution should be founded, in some 
other loedity of tho State. At pres- 
ent, however, the committee wero of 
the opinion Ih it the comforts of the 
Insane of tho Stale were more pres- 
siii'jf and needed attention. 

U'girdiug thj memorial for in- 
creased salaries from the fe.lehers, 
the coinmi tee did not deem it best to 
Vrnnt the request, for the nason (hut 
il. would nfFird a prccdcnt for other 
institutions to como beforo tho legis- 
latnro for similiar favors. 

Tho committee wero entertained 
wi I h fi mbstantial supper, nnd on the 
oocasioii, (Ik; fountain in the hallway 
was in it.s irlory, having boon decked 
with blooming geraniums and other 
plants from t;'o "Ilussel." 

St.. Valentine's Diy brought with it 
an nnusu'il number of cartiMins, both 
ugly nnd pretty, among llio pupils 
here. S imo of tho teachers were 
not forgotten, one of them receiving a 
lo/.'-n or more, sent him by his jjnpils.

Mrs. M'lry H. Swan, a former As- 
sist/int Matron here, has been a ifuest 
of the instituiion hinci) Mr. Talbot 
took eharkfe of it. 

Till' first ripe tomato for tho voar 
made its mipearanco from the " Rus 
Hol '" this week, but we didn't care to 
nrico it. knowing that it was a luxury 
beyond onr reach at this season.

It is hinted that the inantigers 
of the institution are not as re»ip<jnsi- 
lile for Ibis as the Trustees, and the 
fJixpalch recalls a conversation had 
with a former State officer of unim- 
peachable veracity, who said be had 
It from Mr. Kay himself that the reu- 
H<in be resignefl the Sai>erintendtncv 
was because the Trustees, or srime of 
them, in his ju Igiiunt, tr snchod up- 
on the management of aff.iirs, which 
he thought should have been left to 
bim. Ho said he would not accept 
the great responsibilities attached to 
the cure and manageirent of so iiiiiny 
children, unless he was allowed to 
take care of them and manage them 
in the wsy experience led bim to be- 
lieve was Ixjst.
